Slnee the 26th of Auguat praetleally every jPCBDVIiBi: transmieslon has been 
heavily jauauMl* ScamBo tumsd over our request for loeating the jammers over to tlm 
Greek ip«F etatifm who wfcarbunately were not able to give us any eoneluslve results 
but who eapressod the opinion that the Janoaers eame Bulgaria* We disagree with 
this cplnlon beoause it wras noticed that the jaaniers hit net only on 

sohedttlod perioda but alee on the very first day it was repeated after the eeheduled 
broedoast. We believe that slnee BfGliBBES is beamed toward Albania that only tbera, 
and not in Bulgaria, would it be audible eaoogj to alert the jamBiar even vdien it was 
tranamitting at an unseheduled period. It was also noted the jamming in de«* 
liberate einee it comes on a few minutes after the program begins and goes off a 
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nlmte or so after the progr^ eaie* In addition the report £rom Bari iadioates 
that the jaasodng is even aoxe effOetlve there than here in Athens tlms tending to 
oonfim our <^i 3 Sioa that the jamers are inside Albania* and not in Bulgaria*
